ITHIN the memory of this 
generation the average work- 


ing weok was six days of 12 hours 
each, but in many industries it was 
extended to seven days. Then they j 
reduced the working day to 101 
hours and made the six-day work- 
ing weak more universal and est- 
ablished the Saturday half-holiday. 
Still later the eight-hour'day came 
jnto vogue throughout the nation. 


There has come much talk of a 


six-hour and even four-hpur work- 
ing day, although the -movement 
has progressed no father than the 
verbal threat.
